That is the significance of the restrictions placed 
on the spending of the f 725,Out),WM) deficiency ap ­ 
propriation for relief by the house, and the further 
restrictions the senate Is reported to have in mind.

It seemed the likeliest way to get it spent in a 
hurry. Some insisted it also was a likely way to 
cause a lot of trouble for representative democracy.

C L E V E L A N D . Jan. 16 — Indus­ 
trial corporations’ inventories are 
higher than in 1928. and nearly as 
great as those of 1929, Col. Leonard 
P. Ayres said today. 
“ Inventories appear to have been 
reduced by about 26 port ent in the 
last year," the Cleveland statistic* 
ian-economist wrote in the Cleve­ 
land Trust Co.'s monthly business 
bulletin. 
"Now the companies have begun 
to increase their inventories once 
more, but as yet in only small de­ 
gree. The volume of production of 
industrial 
corporations 
increased 
with exceptional rapidity in 
the 
third quarter last year, and under 
those circumstances the increase 
in the inventories may be regard­ 
ed as being quite moderate. 
“ Unduly large inventories no not 
seem in prospect for 1939.” 
Turning 
to 
industrial 
hours. 
Ayres observed that iii the past Au 
years there had been a reduction 
of “ about one-third in the number 
of hours making up the full-time 
week of American industrial work­ 
ers.” or roughly from 60 to the 
present 40. 
“ One man well wonder how long 
and how tar the declining trend 
w ill continue.” he said, "and at 
what level it will result in a work 
week 
that 
Is 
demonstrably 
too 
short to permit the amount of pro­ 
duction that is necessary to sub 
fain an advancing standard of liv­ 
ing. 
" It seems clear,” he continued, 
“ that in the 40 years from 1890 to 
1930 the almost constant shorten­ 
ing of the hours of work did not 
result iii any harmful curtailment 
of industrial reduction. Neverthe­ 
less it seems even more clear there 
must be some level 
at which such 
a result would develop.” 
Col. Ayres said President Roose­ 
velt's hope of a national Income of 
80 billion dollars a year could be 
achieved "w ith easy promptness” if 
“ prospects for prowls could be re­ 
stored to about their old propor­ 
tions”— profit made by about 60

^OR two days a surging, te e th ­ 
ing stream , three to seven feet 
deep.

were flooded and families were be­ 
ing cared for in the council cham ­ 
ber of the city building. 
T he vil­ 
lage had been without mall for sev­ 
eral days because of the high w ater 


and newspapers were delivered In 
a rowboat. 
At Yellow Creek it was reported 
about a dozen 
houses 
remained 
"huddled 
together.” 
The hamlet 
of Hammonville, now Congo, across 
from Wellsville, was cut off from 
outside 
communication 
for

days. 
The food supply of those 
who had taken refuge on the sec­ 
ond floors of their homes gave out 
and deliveries were m ade by boat. 
The damage to oil derricks, homes 
and other property in Smiths Ferry 
was estimated at $40,000.

Wahl capitulated. Leasure resign­ 
ed and the department's appropria­ 
tion "a s restored.
